Below is a letter addressed 
to the Presldenl of the grade 
school board, Mr. Leslie Sor- 
ensen, In which the school's 
attorney gives his opinion 
governing the use of (he 

school buses. 
Dear Mr. Sorensed: 

Due to considerable amount 
of discussion concerning the 
transportation of students to 
and from athletic eveids, I 
would like for you to he ad- 
vised that it is my opinion 
that there is no authority in 
tho law for a school board to 
use school busgs lo transport 
students or anyone else to 
and from ball games as spec- 
tators. Article 2D of the 
School Code indicates that 
tho Legislature intends only 
to authorize the transporta- 
tion of children lo and from 
school. However, I he courts 
have implied from this article 
that the school boards have 
a right to transport students 
to classes or courses which 
are a part of the school pro- 
gram, and this would include 
athletic teams, music contest- 
ants, cheer leaders, etc. 

1 think il necessarily fol- 
lows that tiie Hoard has no 
right to transport spectator 
students and make a charge 
for Buch service for outside 
spectators. To do so would 
render the School District a 
carrier of passengers for hire, 
and it would thus become an 
Insurer of the safety of the 
passengers. 1/ believe seri- 
ous damage suits could re- 
sult, valid tax objections 
could be filed, and there Is 
an indication from the State 
Superintendent of Schools 
office through their legal de- 
partment that State funds 



could be withheld from the 
District, 

- II is my opinion that it 
it would be (o the best inter- 
ests, of District No. 34 and 
the School Hoard tiiat they 
discontinue .the transporta- 
tion of students and specta- 
tors, unless il Is a part of 
the school program and thai 
the individuals transported 
are members or contestants 
of that program.

The shift from State's At- 
torney to Probate Judge was 
just temporary lasting only 
until the death of Circuit 
Judge Sidney II. Block creat- 
ed a vacancy on the Circuit 
bench which the jolly jurist 
promptly filled. 

Long before the Illinois 
General Assembly passed 
legislation implementing the 
blue ballot judicial amend- 
ment J udge Moran was 
studying the possibilities that 
might open up and settled on 
the Appellate bench as the 
next step in his career. 

Judge Moran began lining 
up support in the 13 county 
Appellate districts almost be- 
fore the ink was dry on the 
bill creating it and he also 
let it be known to the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court that he 
was available for appoint- 
ment to the bench as of Janu- 
ary i. 

Tho appointment to the 
Appellate Court paved the 
way for bin nomination and 
almost certain election in 
November. 

While it it true that there 
has been a substantial cle- 
ment of luck involved in 
Judge Moran's steady climb 
It is also true that he has 
shown considerable ability to 
take advantage of an oppor- 
tunity when it has arisen.

Actually there is strong 
sentiment among many of 
the supervisors, particularly 
those from the resort areas, 
to extend the operating 
hours. 

Perhaps a compromise 
could be worked out where 
the closing time could be 2 
a.m. and 3 a.m. (the present 
hours) from November 
through April and 3 a.m. and 
4 a.m. during the summer 
months so the resorts could 
take advantage of the sunt-

Stale Sponsors Auto 
Mechanics Training 

The first certificate of reg- 
istration issued by the fed- 
eral government for a stntc- 
s \i n s orcd apprenticeship 
training program for automo- 
tive mechanics and body and 
fender repulrmen has been 
received in Springfield by 
Miss Maude Myers, director 
nf the Illinois Department of 
Personnel, for Gov. Kenier, 
who was out of the city. 

"Illinois is a pioneer in 
sponsoring a training pro- 
gram for automotive mechan- 
ic apprentices worked out 
through agreement between 
a state government and the 
federal government. No oth- 
er state has yet put such a 
program into effect," said 
Raymond W. Davis, represen- 
tative of the Bureau of Ap- 
prenticeship and training, U.

These miniature ' lures ' are 
deadly fish- getters/ yet /so, 
light that they handle easily 
on a fly rod, You .can cast 
and retrieve them , as you 
would a streamer or wet fly, 
but it's even better to let the 
current do the job for yon. 
Here's how. 

- Wade to mid stream at the 
head of any long bouncing 
run,. and start working your 
lure against (lie current di- 
rectly below. you.. Give It a 
series of short twitches, then 
pay out a few feet of line and 
repeat. Continue the process 
for as far as the current will 
carry yuur lure. This may 
be the full length of your fly 
lino, plus considerable back- 
ing. Let the lure down the 
run very slowly, twitching it 



at leant a dozen -times to each 
spot before feeding the next 
■bit of slack. 

S* 'This presentation achieves 
the . 'ultimate in temptation 
for unique reasons.

GOING THROUGH THE 

BALL 

In going through the ball 
from the top .of the back- 
swing, the hips activate the 
entire body and therefore the 
club; the left hip begins the 
downswing from the top of 
the backswlng.
